In view of the conflicting statements 
which have been broadcast concerning 
the extent of Alberta's wheat crop of 
1925, Coltn O. Groff, publicity commis¬ 
sioner for the province has Issued tho 
following statement In accordance with 
th« best facts obtainable. 

"It 1 m now fairly certain, from 
threshers' returns received by the de¬ 
partment, that tho average yield of all 
wheat over the total acreage will be 
maintained at 18 bushels, which Is 
somewhat higher than at first esti¬ 
mated. The total acreage Is placed 
at 5,718,745, on which an averago of 
18 bushels gives u total yield of 103,- 
995,482, or approximately 104,000,000 
bushtds. Allowing approximately 
9,000,000 bushels for seed, this leaves 
a total for marketing of approximate¬ 
ly 95,000,000 bushels." 


Low Humidity In Incubators Causa of 
Lack of Sucoees 

Complaint having been mado by 
poultry breeders using Incubators that 
It was difficult to get good hatches In 
March and April, Investigation follow 
ed by tests to ascertain the cause, was 
undertaken at the Lethbridge, Alta., 
Dominion experimental station. It 
was found In tests made In 1D23 and 
1924 that none of the Incubators em¬ 
ployed gave satisfactory hatches at 
Die low humidity usually obtained, but 
that when moisture was added up to 
a humidity of 56 to 60 per cent, thero 
w'us an Increase In both tho number 
of eggs hatched and the vitality of the 
chlck3 produced. Of several meth¬ 
ods tried tho most successful was to 
use a pad of paper and burlap mado 
by wrapping alternate layers of the 
two around a ploco of cardboard until 
a pad about an inch thick, three Inches 
wide and five Inches long was form¬ 
ed. This was saturated with water 
and hung in the top of thfe Incubator 
about tlirco Inches from the radiator 
pipes. In a 200-egg machine the use 
of ono pad, says the superintendent In 
his report for 1924, moistened when¬ 
ever the eggs were turned, If the pad 
was dry, was sufficient to maintain the 
required humidity. On tho twelfth 
day tho pad was removed and the .ma¬ 
chine run dry until the last turning of 
the i gga, when the saturated pad w*as 
again hung in tho incubator and left 
until tho chicks were hatched. By 
this method, other conditions being 
favorable, there appears to be no rea-

The aeuson&l under finishing and 
overfinishing of hogs and Its effect on 
our export bacon trade was another 
subject which received the attention 
of the committee, it was pointed out 
that tho past two years furnished an 
outstanding example of the swing from 
umlorfinlshed hogs during part of 1924 
and the early part of 1925 to the tend¬ 
ency to excessive tatness which has 
developed since last fall. The dam¬ 
aging effect of such a practice Is that 
It makes it impossible to maintuin a 
steady supply of export bacon of tho 
same quality from one year to tho 
other. 

The committee gave consideration to 
the system of advanced registration j practice of these rotations 
for pure bred swine which has already 
been before the breeders. During tho 
coming year small sub commutes will 
endeavor to bring tho beat judgment 
of tho pure bred breeders to bear on 
tiffs question with the object of evolv¬ 
ing a practical plan. 

In reviewing the various factors 
which hinder the practice of buying 
hogs on a graded buffs, the question 
of weighing facilities at country points 
received considerable attention. It 
would seem that u great deal exists 
In the way of scales, but that in a great 
many Instances-, particularly In West¬ 
ern Canada, these are not well locat¬ 
ed. neither are they well equipped for 
weighing hogs. Furthermore, no de¬ 
finite* method is in existence which 
will contribute to tho establishment 
of confidence in the accuracy und relia¬ 
bility of weighing at country points. 

The committee is agreed that proper 
facilities for weighing hogs at coun¬ 
try points would do much to improve 
the quality of hogs produced as tho 
Initial weighing amL. grading of the 
hogs wheu the shipper is present is 
most effective by way of education.

Better Farming Methods 


In Egg Production 


Nearly Pure Calcium Carbonate Is 
Considered Best 

Grit plays a much more important 
part in egg production than has hither¬ 
to been supposed, according to Dr. 
Kaupp, of North Carolina State Col¬ 
lege. Hens will not eat granite grit if 
they can get bright, hard limestone. 
Tho latter, It was found, was hard 
enough to do the grinding work In tho 
gizzard and gave off a supply of cal¬ 
cium carbonate to rupplement the 
mineral content of the feed. The egg 
shell consists of 91 44 per cent, pure 
calcium carbonate, and when the lat¬ 
ter Is lacking In the lien's food, egg 
production is retarded. The beat grit 
is nearly pure calcium carbonate. Sev¬ 
eral grits on the market contain largo 
percentages of magnesium causing 
kidney disease and diarrhoea. Other 
grits contain acid forming materials, 
rendering the reaction of the blood on 
the acid side.

Menace To Democracy 

Sir Arthur Currie Says Present-Day 

Politicians Suffer in Comparison 
, to Lincoln 

Abraham Lincoln was a man whom 
Canadian politicians would do well to 
emulate, said Sir Arthur Currie, 
G.C.M.G., principal of McGill Univer¬ 
sity and former commander of the 
Canadian corps, in an address at Mon¬ 
treal. Willie Sir John A. Macdonald 
bowed to the Conservatives, and Sir 
Wilfred Laurier to the Liberals, the 
great United States commoner bent 
the knee to no party, political, moral 
or social. 

Sir Arthur contrasted Lincoln with 
men of lesser qualities. "The poli¬ 
tical agitator,” he said, "too often 
appeals to the passions of the crowd 
in order to get votes. He often sets 
east against west, creed against creed, 1 
and class against class. This politt 
cal trickery, for it cannot be called 
strategy, i-* the danger of democracy.” 


For Cheaper Money 

Western Members Launch Drive For 
Six Per Cent. Long Turn Loans 

Western members. Liberals and Pro¬ 
gressives, are launching a drive for 6 
per cent, long tbrm loans under the 
Rural Credits Act to b(> brought in by 
the government. 

Negotiations hitherto have disclos¬ 
ed that the opinion of most of the 
experts consulted has been that the 
farmers wifi have to pay 7 per cent. 

It Is the general view that, unless 
absolutely essential, the government 
should not guarantee the bonds of 
the rural credits organization; and 
that, contrary to the practice in tne 
United Stat ?s, those bonds should not 
be tHT-?r» , e ' - — « 

Without a government guarantee 
and without exemption from taxation 
the rural credits bonds, according to 
experts consulted, would have to bear 
interest at G 1 ,*. per cent, in order to 
sell. At this price it would be essen¬ 
tial to charge the farmer 7 per cent., 
as at least one per cent, will he requit¬ 
ed for administration. 

With a government guarantee, the 
bonds could be marketed at less than 

5 per cent, interest, which, after pro 
viding for administration, would give 
the farmer money at 6 per cent.

Blinding Snowstorm 


Premier of Saskatchewan 


Highest Peak In South Africa Conquer¬ 
ed By Cape Town Climber 

Gape Town.—Kilimanjaro, the high- 
e.sf mountain In Africa, has been con 
quered in a blinding snowstorm, after 
the second attempt within a month, 
by G. Londt, .the noted Cape Town 
climber. 

Mr. Londt said that he set out with 
two natives at the beginning of No¬ 
vember. H 0 climbed nearly 20,000 
foot In four dnys. He slept one night 
In a crater of the Kilimanjaro wilder 
ness by n jagged rock of twisted lava. 

He pointed out a mistake which 
had been made by previous climbers. 
They Imagined that $hc crater was 
the top or the mountain, blit that Is 
not so. The real test lies In the 600 
feet above. He discovered the reebrd 
of two Germans who, in 1914, reached 
thp highest point.
